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!• A hundred 8r vedettes™ (guard boats) were distributed to naval bases at Malka 
(Gagri region), Qtchemtsiri, and Tsurusk. These vessels had eight hp. motors 
with six cylinders, 1,200 mm. The motors are of German make. They were shipped 
from the southern part of East Germany, The hulls of the vedettes, in which 
the engines were mounted, were constructed at Novorossiek.
